. HONGKONG QUAKE 


STRONG TREMORS FELT — 
LAST EVENING. 


An earthquake shock which was 
felt in all parts of the Colony— 
in the city, “at Kowloon, on the. 
Peak, and in the harbour—caused 
considerable speculation last even- 
Ing, in view of an earlier telegram 
reporting a quake in Japan. How- 
ever, a subsequent calculation by 
the Observatory from their sefs- 
mograph record placed the centre 
af the shock about 60 miles from 
Hongkong, making It entirely local. 
The probabilities arc that It oc- 
curred at sea, . 


Just before 6.30 p.m. a number 
of residents suddenly became aware 
that things were not normal, and 
whether at the H.K. Cricket Club 
—where the shock was very notice- 
able—vr in .offices and dwellings, 
the movement of walls and: floor-- 
Ing, and rattling of loose objects, 
soon explained matters. 


Certain’ residents in tall build. 
ings in town experienced consider- 
able movement—water in basins. 
breaking Into ripples, bottles and 
ornaments falling over, and 69 
forth. In some cases two distinct 
“waves” were felt, seemingly an 
east to west movement, the firat 
lasting nearly a minute and the 
second, after a few seconds inter. 
val, of shorter duration but nearly 
as severe. 


Tho Observatory issued the fol- 
lowing report later in the evening: 

A strong local earthquake was re-' 
corded at the Royal Observatory at. 
6 hrs. 27 mins. 59 secs. this -even-— 
ing, September 2f. The prelimin- 
ary tremors Insted for 10 seconds, 
indicating that the centre of dis- 
turbance-was about.60. miles. from. 
the Colony. The maximum move- 
ment, of 70 millimétres, occurred 
at 6.28.50 p.m. The direction of 
the centre cannot be ascertained. 
from the record. .

In addition, you can, try 
taking a short walk in the open air 
just befere turning in.

«Wong To-po, Chineso journalist, 
related how he was callexedly 
duped of $7,000 by Kong Szo-yik

‘ballast pump. Everyone was on 
deck trying to put on’ belts, The 
life-boats on the poop deck hind been.

the depth of the water was 14 
fathoms, A scamnon came on deck 
and reported that the engine room 
waa full of water.”- 

The ship ‘sank at 8.30 o.m. went 
on Lee, all those on board being 
thrown into the wrter, na there had 
been no time to lnunech any of the 
life-boats. 

“T flonted round for some time,” 
witness said, “and eventually caught 
hold of 1 piece of wood to which two 
quartermasters and two other peo- 
ple were clinging.”

The Sepoy’s Efforts. 

The efforts of H.MLS. Sepoy to 
locate survivors of the Kwongsang 
were related by  Lieut.-Comdr. 
William Adams, of the Sepoy. To 
the northwest of Fuyan Island and 
the Incog lighthouse he heard re- 
ports of four bodies having been 
washed up. Actually, he found two 
bodies in the vicinity, one of which 
was wearing a life belt, identified 
aa_an Indo-China S. N. Co. belt. 

At Shamsha, he found a book of 
compradore’s tickets marked 
“Kwongsang', and heard that three 
men had ‘been picked tp to the 
south-east af the village. 

What Villager Saw. 

One villager sack that on the 
night of the typhoon—August $— 
he had seen a vessel with red fun 
nel at anchor just off Angle Island. 
He went with this man to the 
actual spot and had the ship's posi- 
tion pointed out to him, The 
villager continued that he could see 
the ship's lights in the evening’ of 
August 9, but the ship had dis- 
appeared by 4 a.m. the next day. 

In that vicinity, declared Lieut.- 
Comdr. Adums, he found 15 graves, 
a horse, 25 sheep, 11 bodies on the 
rocks, portions ‘of. clothing and 
wearing apparel. .

PORTUGUESE AND CHINESE 


IN THE DOCK. 
‘ Before the Pulsne Judge (tr: 


‘Justice Lindsoll) and a jury at the 


Criminal Scasiona yesterday aftor- 
noon the trial was commenced of 
Kong Szo-yik and Leo Arthur da 
Gulmaraos, on'a charge of obtain- 
ing $7,000 by means of a trick 
from. Wong To-po, stated to be a 
nowspaper aditor.. The hearing 
was adjourned until ten o’clock 
this morning. 

The charge ogainst them was 
that on July 24, 1931, . together 
with others not Sn custody, they 
procured the handing over to them 
by Wong-To-po the sum of $7,000 
in bank notes, for the ostensible 
purpose of having them changed 


jfor other noteg, false or genuine, 


thoreby stealing the money. They 
both pleaded not guilty. ° 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy appeared 
for the Crown. Mr, Hin-Shing 
Lo, instructed by Mr. J. M. Hall, 
represented Kong Sze-yik, and Mr, 
Leo D’Almada, junlor, instructed 
by Mr. D.B. Evans defended 
Guimaraca. . 

The following jury was em- 
panelled: Mr. G. Hailey (fore- 
man), Mr. F. T. Harris, Mr. A. H. 
Madar, Mr. H. Castro, Tso Yew- 
woon, Chau Man-chi and Leung 
Kam-tong. 


Juror’s Application Refused. 


Chau Man-chi asked to be ex- 
cused from service. 

His Lordship: Why ?—Becauso 
this Is the first time I have been 
in Court. 

His Lordship: 1 am afraid that 
is no excuse. It Is one of the 
of citizen- 
ship In the British Empire to 
serve ona jury. That this is the 
first time you have been summoned 
‘fs no possible excuse for your 
exemption. 

His Lordship refused to crant 
the application. 

Mr. Fitzroy, in explaining the 
Crown cnse, sald that Kong got 
in touch with Wong To-po, a news- 
papor editor, “consequently, a man 
who ought ‘to have known better,” 
talked to him about various things 
and finally asked him about pur- 
chasing counterfeit notes, Kong 
produced some $10 notes, saying 
they were counterfeit, and handed 
two of them to Wong as samples, 
at the same time producing an- 
other note which was stated to be 
genuine, this being a little smaller 
thun the others, though, in fact, it 
had been trimmed-off round the 
edges. : 


No Excuse for Rogues. 


Mr. Fitzroy remarked:—-There 
is no excuse for rogues of this 
description in the’Colony. There 
is no excuse for n man who de- 
liberately puts himself forward as 
‘a buyer of. counterfelt notes in 
order that he might utter them. 
So your sympathies are not asked 
for the man who lost $5,600—be- 
cause he got $1,500 back—nand you 
will_realise that this is not a thing 
which can-be -permitted-to’go on 
with impunity in the Colony.” 

Counsel continued it was very 
probable and most likely that there 
never were uny forged notes in 
the case at all, as the whole thing 
was a plant. It, was the Crown's 
case that there was never any in- 
tention to give to Wong To-po any 
notes at all, but merely to obtain 
his money and keep it. 

It was a remarkable thing that, 
although the two notes handed 
over wero only $20 on their face 
value, Wong handed over $40 as 
security for holding them, Counsel 
did not know what Wong did with 


them but, apparently, he again 
met Kong the next day and it was 
finally agreed that Wong.should 
pay $7,000 in genuine notes for

Borrowed $7,000. © 


Evontually, Wong found a pros- 
pective father-in-law from whom 
he obtained $7,000. He obtained 
the money at four o'clock {n the 
afternoon, and half an hour later 
he wont to No. 17, Aberdeen 
Streot, where he met the other two 
men, Thoy then. all. wont. to. No. 
G, Caine Road, where second ac- 
cused and hie brother wore liv- 
Ing. | Second accused’s brother, 
accompanied by a.Chincse, ap- 
penred on the scene, and when 
Wong sald. ho had the $7,000 
second accused's brother sald the 
notes were at the Dairy Farm 
store, saying he would have to 
send out for them and a European 
would sign for them. Wong then 
handed over to Kong fourteen 
$500 notes. “His first act was to 
take out three of them for himself, 
That was his cumshaw,” said 
counsel. He handed the re- 
mainder over to the brother. The 
notes were handed over to the 
other Chinese who went oiit, ap- 
parently to purchase the alleged 
forged notes, while second accus- 
ed’s brother closed the window. 

Then, anid counsel, second 
accused walked in, He pre- 
tended toe. be n Police  Ins- 
pector ond “put the wind up 
them,” after which he: pretentied 
to arrest his brother, and too« hin 
outside. Counsel commented fhat, 
as- they were all rognes, ff the 
trick had suceceded most pro- 
bably nothing more would have 
been heard about the matter; as 
they might have been content to 
ait back and bear the loss of the 
money. 


Taking in the Credutous, 


“This Is a case where the same 
game could be played over and 
over again on wealthy, credulous 
Chinese, and I am not at all cer- 
tain that it might not work with 
Europeans. I should think there 
are a great many Europeans ‘who 
would jump at a chance of getting 
something for nothing.” 

However, Wong, Pang and Kong 
were left bohind and Kong sald 
they had better get out. Wong then 
‘potnted out that Kong had three 
of the notes and demanded their 
return, Kong complying. To use 
Mr. Fitzroy’s expression, Wong 
“froze” on to Kong, finally telling 
the prospective father-inlaw about 
the matter, and on his advice the 
affair was reported to the Police 
Station. 

Counsel added it was a slgnifi-
